NOTICE TO 
PROPERTY OWNERS 


A new law effective April 1, 1978 imposes a penalty for failure to file a 
fully completed inventory form. 

“RSA 74:7 — a Penalty for Failure to File. Any person who fails to file a 
fully completed inventory form on or before April 15, unless granted an 
extension under RSA 74:8, shall pay a penalty of one percent of the prop- 
erty tax for which heis liable. In no case, however, shall the penalty be less 
than $10 or more than $50. Any person who fails to file an inventory form 
and who becomes liable to pay the penalty specified in this section shall 
lose his right to appeal any matter pertaining to the property tax for which 
he is liable or exemptions to which he may be entitled. This penalty has all 
the force of taxation and shall be treated as incident to the tax.” 

Inventory blanks are mailed before March 25 as required under RSA 
74:5, but if for any reason you fail to receive one, you should contact the 
Selectmen to obtain one and complete it as required above.

3. To see if the Town will vote to grant to the American Legion, Lions Club, 
Morrison Hospital Association Auxiliary, Mount Washington Grange, Chamber of 
Commerce, and all church and other resident non-profit organizations for public 
purposes, the free use of the Town Hall.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Whitefield 

Whitefield, New Hampshire 


We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining, indi- 
vidual fund and account group financial statements of the Town of Whitefield, New 
Hampshire, except the Municipal Court records, as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1980, as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in Note 1F, the combined financial statements referred to above do 
not include financial statements of the General Fixed Asset group of accounts 
which should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset group of accounts 
results in an incomplete presentation, as explained inthe preceding paragraph, the 
combined financial statements and combining, individual fund and account group 
financial statements referred to above, except the Municipal Court, present fairly 
the financial position of the Town of Whitefield, New Hampshire at December 31; 
1980, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied ona basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements and the combining, individual fund and account group finan- 
cial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying financial information listed as 
supporting schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of addi- 
tional analysis and is not a required part of the combined statements of the Town of 
Whitefield, New Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the examination of the combined, combining, individual 
fund and account group financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in 
all material respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a 
whole.

COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. General Fund Deficit of $24,294 at December 31, 1980 


The general fund position of the Town decreased from an unreserved fund 
balance (surplus) of $138,979 at December 31, 1979 to a deficit of $24,294 at De- 
cember 31, 1980. The two major reasons for the decrease are as follows: 
a. The Town used $100,000 of the $138,979 to reduce property taxes in 
1980. 
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b. The Town and State failed to provide an adequate amount for over- 
lay (abatements and refunds) to absorb the abatements and refunds 
issued by the Town in 1980. The overlay figure was erroneously set 
for $7,638, while tax abatements and refunds amounted to $100,451 in 
1980, resulting in an overdraft of $92,813 in this line item alone. The 
selectmen should make the state aware of the amount of overlay 
required by the Town when setting the annual tax rate to prevent this 
situation from happening again. 


Meanwhile, the Town should consider what methods can be utilized to make up 
the $24,294 deficit in 1981. 


. General Ledger System and Monthly Financial Reporting 


The financial records presently kept by the Town consist of the standard 
selectmen’s book for recording of receipts and expenditures. This is a single- 
entry hand posting system which is obsolete and not conducive to the financial 
data required by the selectmen to make important everyday decisions affecting 
the Town. 


The Town continues to grow (1980 expenditures of $1,300,000) and as it does, the 
need for more formal and comprehensive financial reporting becomes increas- 
ingly necessary. While the present system is adequate for capturing the detail 
cash transactions of the Town, there is a need for a general ledger which will 
summarize the results of the financial transactions on a monthly basis for cash 
transactions and accrual or commitment type transactions. 


In addition, monthly financial reports should be prepared from the general 
ledger and submitted to the selectmen for their review and information. The 
benefits of developing a general ledger which would summarize in a concise 
manner the financial activity of the Town and developing monthly financial 
reporting are numerous and include the following: 


a. A general ledger and resulting monthly financial reports will assist 
the selectmen in monitoring the activity and financial condition of 
the Town on a current basis. For example, real estate taxes could be 
monitored in order to emphasize areas where increased collection 
efforts should be directed. 


b. A general ledger establishes control over subsidiary accounting re- 
cords and provides a means to periodic reconciliation to ensure that 
the daily recorded transactions are properly summarized. For ex- 
ample, funds due from state or federal agencies for project reim- 
bursements, such as E.P.A. or F.A.A. Funds, could be recorded to 
enable follow-up and collection at specified times. Also, control 
totals for taxes which could be periodically reconciled to the Tax 
Collector’s detail records would provide a degree of assurance that 
all cash activity has been properly recorded. Through the use of a 
general ledger, additional controls could be established over non- 
cash transactions (journal entries), project expenditures, encum- 
brances and accounts payable. 


c. A general ledger provides a means for the Town to prepare periodic 
comparative reports of revenue, expenditures and financial condi- 
tion. These reports are particularly useful as a means of reporting on 
the management role of the Town Officials to their constituency and 
of meeting the growing demands of the investment community for 
financial disclosure. 

d. A general ledger would enable the Town to record adjustments 
resulting from audits of its financial records. 
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3. Need for Adequate Staffing Level of Accounting Personnel 


We recommend the Town consider employing an accountant. The accountant 
would primarily be responsible for maintaining the Town’s accounting records, 
developing accounting procedures and policies, preparing the Town’s annual 
financial statements and acting as audit liaison for the Town’s annual audit. The 
accountant should be able to maintain a municipal general ledger system and 
prepare monthly financial reports for use by the Board of Selectmen. 


4. Implementation of Mechanical Accounting System 


The increased number and complexity of the financial transactions of the Town 
is continually growing. In conjunction with our preceding comments regarding a 
general ledger accounting system and accounting personnel, we feel that consid- 
eration should be given to utilizing some type of mechanical accounting system 
which would perform multiple accounting functions in a single operation, 
thereby eliminating duplicate record-keeping and facilitate monthly and year- 
end reporting.

This past year, the Library Board was concerned with improving the 
energy efficiency of the library. An endowment from the Women’s Study 
Club has helped finance our energy project, and we are presently develop- 
ing asystem to reduce our heating costs. Also funded through the Women’s 
Study Club was a new bookcase for the reading room. The bookcase was 
built by Eric Russell and will help reduce the crowding of books in the 
stackroom. 

Your librarian continues to attend monthly meetings of the North Coun- 
try Library Cooperative (NCLC). The co-op is doing very well and spon- 
sored four highly successful children’s programs (a mime, puppet show, 
story-teller and group participation theatre) last year. Unfortunately, last 
year’s grant from the N. H. Commission on the Arts will no longer be 
available but the North Country librarians hope to continue promoting 
libraries in other ways. We have already scheduled a children’s program 
for National Library Week this spring. 

As book and magazine prices continue to rise (like everything else) we 
have begun supplementing our collection with less expensive paperbacks. 
Teen-age books purchased were almost exclusively paperbacks, and have 
proven to be quite popular with that age group. Gifts of used books are 
always welcome; our annual summer book sale consists of discarded li- 
brary books as well as donations. Many, many thanks go to those ‘“‘friends”’ 
ofthe library who have remembered us with their magazine subscriptions, 
books, and thoughtful generosity. 

The free public library is a great service, especially in times of rising 
prices; we hope the public will continue to take advantage of our offerings.

We feel our residents have gained substan- 
tially in their overall comprehensive care.

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WHITEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1980 was an active year for the Whitefield Police Department. 
We received and investigated a total of 1,698 complaints this year com- 
pared to 1,627 last year. The calls for police aid, other than complaints, 
totaled 1,009 this year compared to 969 last year. 

Iam pleased to report that we had less property stolen this year than last 
year. lam inclined to feel that the third full time man we hired last year is 
helping us with some past problems of insufficient manpower and visibil- 
ity. I am also pleased to report that the recovery rate this year was very 
good. We had a total of $23,188.82 of property stolen in Whitefield. The 
amount of recovered property was $16,819.00. 

The problems with juvenile crime seem to have leveled off for a while. 
Last year we had to take fifteen youths to juvenile court. The year 1980 also 
saw fifteen youths in the court system. The two main areas where youths 
had to face court were drug and alcohol related offenses. 

During the course of the year several school classes came to the police 
station to see some of the many tools used by our department. This 
cooperative manner between the police and schools has a definite bearing 
on the youth-police relationship; a relationship we can’t afford to be 
without. We will continue to do most anything we can to keep up this 
rapport. 

The department investigated a total of 44 motor vehicle accidents this 
year that involved over $300.00 in damage each. I am pleased to report that 
there were no fatal accidents in Whitefield this year. 

The Whitefield Municipal Court was busy handling cases brought before 
it during 1980. The breakdown is listed below:

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WHITEFIELD LIFE SQUAD 


1980 was an active and productive year for the Whitefield Life Squad. 
The results of a successful fund drive for new equipment enabled the Life 
Squad to purchase two additional paging units with chargers for $590.00 
and a Demand Valve for $230.00. The acquisition of the new pagers brings 
to eight the number of pagers available for the squad, thus allowing more 
flexibility for its members. 

In November of 1980 the Town of Whitefield through the Life Squad 
received in the form of a donation, a 1970 Cadillac vehicle with a Superior 
Body which has become our new rescue vehicle. 

The Life Squad is composed of eleven members who are either E.M.T.’S 
or Advanced First Aiders, and all are certified in C.P.R. Members con- 
tinue their training throughout the year at the regular monthly meetings 
held in the old Fire Station and at various seminars held throughout the 
state. 

During 1980 the Life Squad responded to seventy-five calls and treated 
seventy-nine patients. A summary of those treatments are listed below.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed please find a copy of our proposed budget for 1981 and our 
annual town report. You will note that we are requesting $5,016.00 as an 
appropriation for 1981. We would like to submit the following in justifica- 
tion of our request. 

Whitefield has a population of approximately 1,650 people living in 
rural areas with no unified organization for the delivery of health care 
other than the Lancaster Public Health Nursing Service, Inc., a non-profit 
visiting nurse agency. 

Concern for the bedridden and disabled patients who do not require the 
skills of a physician nor the intense care of a hospital or nursing home is 
the primary function of the public health nurse, but she is also involved in 
illness prevention and illness detection services, such as well child 
clinics, blood pressure clinics, communicable disease control, maternal 
and child health programs, pre-school physical examinations and dental 
screenings. 

Our nurses are available to Whitefield residents five days a week and 
weekends if necessary. We provide in-home skilled nursing, physical 
therapy, and speech therapy services. Patients are never refused a visit 
regardless of ability to pay. 

A total of 469 visits were made to Whitefield residents, including 30 
physical therapy visits and 4 speech therapy visits. Our cost per visit, 
according to medicare auditors, for 1979 was $12.79, the agency’s cost being 
$5,998.51 as opposed to revenue from Whitefield of $3,700.00. 

Monthly blood pressure clinics are held at the Senior Citizen center in 
Whitefield. Children have been able to take advantage of our free immuni- 
zation clinics held monthly, our maternal and child health clinics held 
every other month, at which time complete physical examinations are 
given each child. This year we have added a dental program whereby 
children are given free dental examinations, cleanings and fluoride 
treatments. Whitefield children have attended handicapped and cardiac 
clinics and several families have obtained sight conservation assistance 
through our agency. 

Our nurses make visits to new born babies and their mothers, do blood 
drawings, counselling, T.B. testing, and arrange for homemaker services 
wherever the need arises. Enrollment in the WIC (The Special Supple- 
mental Food Program for Women, Infants and Children) program has been 
both nutritionally and financially advantageous to several families. 
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We have not asked for an increase in appropriations since 1978, but our 
operating expenses have increased over the years, and this year we were 
forced to obtain a bank loan inthe amount of $4,000.00 in order to continue 
our services. We feel that an increase of $1.00 per capita is justified at this 
time, and therefore our request for 1981 is an appropriation of $5,016.00 for 
the town of Whitefield. 

It has been a pleasure serving the residents of Whitefield and we trust 
the vote at town meeting in March will bea favorable one. If there are any 
unanswered questions please call us at 788-2366.

Whitefield Recreation Committee 
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CHILDREN’S COMMUNITY CENTER 


As another year comes to a close the Children’s Community Center 
wishes to express its gratitude to the many volunteers and friends within 
the community for their continuing support and we hope to continue 
providing quality day care services for the residents of Whitefield and 
surrounding towns. 

The Center has been in operation for five and a half years; serving 56 
families this year. Over 83 individual children have been enrolled at the 
Center during the past year with our present enrollment at 63 children 
from 43 families. The children range in age from 18 months to five years 
and older for those children who attend before or after school hours. This 
year we have developed a Kindergarten program run by our director, Ann 
Fogg, for the five year old children who attend the Center. 

Licensed by the New Hampshire Division of Welfare, the Center has a 
staff of six led by Ann Fogg. Roxie Severence is in charge of the pre- 
kindergarten group; Shirley St. Cyr supervises the toddlers. Peggy Sim- 
mons and Jacki Brodeur are aides. 

The children enjoy two snacks and a hot meal at noontime prepared by 
Marge Lint who handles all aspects of the food/meal program. Many of the 
children who arrive early have breakfast as well. 

Parents pay a uniform rate of $1.10 per hour for one child, $1.40 per hour 
for two and $1.55 for three children. We have maximum rates of $36.00 for 
one child per week, $45.00 for two, and $50.00 per week for three child 
families. 

As a tax-exempt, non-profit corporation, an eighteen member Board of 
Directors is elected from the community to work with the staff on its 
activities and policies. The Board also plans various fund raising events 
throughout the year with a great deal of help coming from the parents of 
the children who use the Center.

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WHITEFIELD REGIONAL AIRPORT COMMISSION 
Annual Report 1980 


The Whitefield Regional Airport Commission consists of appointed 
commissioners from each of the neighboring towns which contribute to 
the support and operation of the airport. 

In addition to general aviation operations of providing fuel and services 
for local and transient aircraft, the Regional Airport, under the direction 
ofthe Commission, provides a fixed based operator to manage the airport, 
rent aircraft to local pilots, and to give flight instructions to those who wish 
to qualify as airmen and become licensed pilots. 

For local industry using their own aircraft, the airport provides instru- 
ment landing facilities for safe arrival and departure under proper condi- 
tions. Transient aircraft benefit in the same way. 

The Commission is working on a grant from the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration to do a master plan study of the airport facility which will 
evaluate and project the possibility for growth and expansion of the air- 
port. 

The Commissioners are also working on an essential air service study 
which will look into the possibility of air carrier service on a partial, 
seasonal, or full-time basis. 

Small general aviation airports are rarely self-sufficient. The Airport 
Commission has negligible, ifany, source of revenue. To meet expenses we 
rely heavily on the support of the towns close to the airport. There is state 
and federal aid available but local support is required to qualify. 

The Commission is grateful for the support it has received and plans to 
encourage such things as air shows and an open house to acquaint more 
people with the airport — what it has to offer, and what it can become.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest 
fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city forest 
fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his 
municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must 
be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All 
forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as 
they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention 
and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 
TOWN REPORT 


In Whitefield, the North Country Council assisted the Selectmen in 
preparing a Community Development Block Grant proposal for water 
system improvements and housing improvements for the Town. The 
amount of this application was $300,000. The Council is also coordinating 
the planning efforts of the consultants for the Whitefield Regional Airport 
master plan. NCC also prepared a $6,000.00 feasibility study to investigate 
the potential for water at a proposed industrial site in Town. Information 
was also presented to the Planning Board regarding technical planning 
matters. 

North Country Council is the regional planning commission and 
economic development district serving the North Country. In 1980, North 
Country Council targeted its resources and expertise to fit the needs and 
problems of the towns and region we serve. In the community planning 
field, the Council has programmed a systematic way of handling requests 
from communities for assistance with a local community plan. By the end 
of 1981, the Council will have assisted six communities complete master 
plans. For its membership fee in the Council, a town can receive any of 
twenty-two types of assistance identified by NCC. Communities can con- 
tract with NCC to undertake special project programs which require a 
significant amount of time over and above the normal types of services. 
Sponsorship of the Municipal Law Lecture series and membership on the 
Environmental Law Clinic affords the Council with the opportunity to 
secure necessary legal information on behalf of the town. The Council has 
been active in a number of regional issues such as transportation, 
economic development, land use, and housing. In transportation, the 
Council has supported the restoration ofrail service to the Mt. Washington 
Valley area and initiation of commuter air service in Berlin, assistance to 
the Whitefield Regional Airport, and improved highway and public trans- 
portation systems. In land use, the Council has published reports on the 
Role of Agriculture in the North Country, Managing Wetland, and several brief 
fact sheets. 

The Council has accelerated its economic development program with 
the addition of a Business Development Director who is making direct 
contact with businesses to encourage them to locate in North Country 
communities who have identified new industry as a need. NCC has pre- 
pared a regional industrial brochure coupled with local area fact sheets 
as a tool to encourage planned economic growth. As a result of these 
efforts, several companies have expressed an interest in locating in the 
region. Efforts are underway to establish a Revolving Loan Fund as an 
incentive for prospective industry. 

In rural development, assistance has been provided to a number of 
communities in areas such as wastewater treatment, solid waste, water 
supply improvement, and other necessary community projects. A special 
report on Rural Development is available.

Because of the Council’s activity in energy, the Governor’s Council on 
Energy granted NCC some funds which will enable the Council to assist 
three targeted communities to prepare a local energy plan. 

State and federal agencies and statewide groups continue to contact 
North Country Council for a North Country perspective on such varied 
issues as growth, forestry, environmental concerns, land use, and man- 
power training. For example, in June, the Council presented testimony to 
a special legislative committee on proposed changes needed in the state’s 
planning and zoning legislation. Association with these groups provides 
NCC withthe opportunity to share some of the regional and local concerns 
expressed by the towns with those state and federal agencies whose deci- 
sions will impact on the region. The Council continues to work with other 
regional councils in New England through the efforts of its President who 
serves as a Board member of the National Association of Regional Coun- 
cils. 

The efforts and accomplishments of the Council are a collection of the 
many contributions of local towns, other agencies, our fine staff, the Board 
of Directors, and the Executive Committee.
